, ; Scare in Brooklyn 
tin Brooklyn, another, 1,000

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ofThvestigation to say that two 
bombs had been placed in the 
building. The evacuees included 
effiployes in the adjoining four- 
sfory Internal Revenue Service 
Building at 35 Tillary Street.
